REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
March  8,  1977 

At  7:30  p.m.,  Moderator  Joseph  Mulherrin  declared 
the  Meeting  open  and  the  polls  closed. 

The  Chair  recognized  Fred  Scheyer,  Chairman  of 
the  Selectmen,  who  spoke  of  the  late  Chief  of  Police 
Ralph  O'Connor,  and  drew  the  attention  of  those 
present  to  the  picture  of  the  late  Police  Chief  inside  the 
front  cover  of  the  Town  Report,  and  asked  everyone  to 
stand  in  a  moment  of  silence. 

ARTICLE  I     Officers  elected  by  ballot. 

OFFICERS  ELECTED  FROM  THE  FLOOR 

Fred  Scheyer  moved  that  the  Selectmen  serve  as 
overseers  of  the  poor.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Selectman  Robert  Southworth  moved  that  D.  Morris 
Lamprey  be  appointed  Surveyor  of  Wood  and  Lumber. 
Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Selectman  Donald  Palmer  moved  that  Stanley 
Knowles  be  appointed  Tree  Warden  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Fred  Scheyer  moved  that  the  Building  Inspector 
serve  as  the  Fence  Viewer.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  II  Nat  Lyon  moved  that  this  Article  be 
placed  for  discussion  after  Article  XXIV.  Seconded.  It 
was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  III  In  this  Article,  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes.  Donald  Palmer  made  a  motion 
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that  the  Article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a 
vote. 

ARTICLE  IV  Robert  Southworth  made  a  motion 
that  the  town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell 
the  real  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  sale  at 
public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  Seconded.  It  was 
a  vote. 

ARTICLE  V     On  the  official  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VI  Mr.  Southworth  spoke  on  this  Article, 
about  inclusion  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Town  of  North  Hampton  in  the  New  Hampshire  Re- 
tirement System  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Mr. 
Southworth  made  a  motion  that  Article  VI  be  adopted 
as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  VII  Donald  Robie  spoke  on  this  Article, 
regarding  an  airport  for  private  and  commercial  use  in 
North  Hampton.  He  made  a  motion  that  this  Article  be 
adopted.  Seconded. 

During  discussion,  Ed  Fritz  offered  an  amendment 
to  the  Article  "...  The  projected  regional  airport  in  the 
Seacoast  area,  excluding  Hampton  airport."  The 
amendment  was  seconded.  A  show  of  hands  was  asked 
for  the  vote.  The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Fowler  spoke  on  the  Article,  and  asked  if  the 
town  would  receive  any  taxes  from  this  airport.  Mr. 
Robie  answered  that  it  would  not. 

Mr.  Boesch  offered  an  Amendment  to  the  Article. 
"To  see  if  the  Town  desires  to  have  a  new  airport  for 
private  or  commercial  use  located  either  in  part  or  in 
its  entirety,  within  the  geographical  limits  of  the 
Town."  The  meeting  now  voted  on  Mr.  Boesch's 
Amendment  to  the  main  Article.  It  was  a  vote.  Under 
question,  the  Moderator  stated  that  the  First 
Amendment  was  "knocked  out"  by  the  Second. 
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The  voting  on  this  Article  was  clarified  for  the 
Meeting.  A  "Yes"  vote  on  the  Amendment  meant  that 
the  Town  DID  want  a  new  airport.  "NO"  meant  that 
the  Town  id  did  not  want  a  new  airport.  The  ARTICLE 
was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  VIII  Walter  Tingle  spoke  on  this  Article 
to  see  if  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  wishes  to  support 
the  wishes  of  the  voters  of  Seabrook  not  to  allow  the 
nuclear  power  generating  facility  in  Seabrook,  and 
made  a  Motion  that  the  Article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  IX  Voting  at  future  Town  Meetings  by 
absentee  ballot  was  requested  in  this  Article,  and  Nat 
Lyon  made  a  motion  that  this  Article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  X  Jane  Robie  moved  that  Article  X  be 
accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote.  This  was  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  for  Captial  Reserve  Fund  No.  8. 

ARTICLE  XI  This  Article  was  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  authorize  the  deposit  of  $1,500.00  received 
from  the  sale  of  the  Seagrave  Fire  Engine  into  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  No.  5  towards  future  purchase  of  a  Fire 
Truck.  Donald  Palmer  moved  that  this  Article  be 
accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote.  Mr.  Palmer 
mentioned  that  the  balance  of  this  Article  is  carried 
over  into  Article  XII. 

ARTICLE  XII  Chief  Wilbur  Perkins  moved  that  the 
Article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  Chief  Perkins 
said  that  this  establishing  of  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
No.  9  would  be  from  the  balance  of  the  sale  of  the 
Seagrave  Fire  Engine  and  the  balance  to  be  made  up 
this  year.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  XIII  This  Article,  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  establish  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  10  for  the 
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purpose  of  the  purchase,  repairs,  and  replacement  of 
equipment  for  the  Mosquito  Control  Commission  was 
moved  to  be  accepted  as  read  by  Sandra  Sheltry. 
Seconded.  During  discussion  David  White  asked  what 
kind  of  moneys  are  indicated.  Mrs.  Sheltry  said  that 
they  would  be  asking  for  $35,000.00.  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Read  also  spoke  for  this  Article. 

Peter  Brooks  thanked  Mrs.  Sheltry  saying  it  was  the 
first  time  in  many  years  they  could  eat  outside  on  their 
lawn  without  being  bitten  by  mosquitoes. 

The  Moderator  asked  Mr.  Griffin,  Mrs.  Gilman,  Mr. 
Fritz  and  Mr.  Elliott  to  count  hands.  The  vote  was  96 
for  127  against.  The  Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XIV  Fred  Scheyer  spoke  on  this  Article 
about  reassessment  of  property,  after  moving  that  the 
Article  be  approved  as  read,  and  it  had  been  seconded. 
He  explained  that  it  was  the  Board's  intention  to  have 
the  town  reassessed,  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.00,  to  be 
reflected  in  the  Tax  Bill  of  1980.  It  takes  a  vote  of  the 
Town  to  let  the  Selectmen's  office  notify  the  State.  As 
the  State  has  a  long  list  it  takes  them  a  while  to  get 
around  to  the  various  towns.  If  the  Article  is  approved 
this  year,  next  year  there  will  be  an  Article  for 
$10,000.00  and  the  balance  the  following  years.  There 
was  discussion  from  the  floor  about  the  Town  then 
having  a  commitment  for  three  years.  Daniel  Reagan 
asked  what  date  the  State  will  assess,  as  this  was  not 
mentioned  in  the  warrant;  and,  if  approved,  what 
happens  to  the  funds.  Mr.  Scheyer  said  that  the  funds 
are  put  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  It  was  a  vote. 

The  count  was  questioned,  and  Moderator  Mulherrin 
asked  the  same  counters  for  the  show  of  hands.  The 
totals  were  136  yes  votes  and  105  against. 

The  Article  passed. 

Ham  Claverie  wondered  if  the  people  really  knew 
what  they  were  voting  for.  Mr.  Claverie  said  that  Mr. 
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Scheyer  should  amend  the  Article.  Motion  made  by 
Mr.  Claverie  that  we  reconsider  the  Article.  Seconded. 
Motion  carried  to  reconsider  Article  XIV. 

Ham  Claverie  moved  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
establish  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  11  in  accordance 
with  New  Hampshire  RSA  35:1,  as  amended,  for  the 
purpose  of  a  future  reassessment  of  property,  and  also 
to  vote  to  reassess  the  town  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be  deposited  in 
said  fund.  Seconded. 

Frank  Trask  spoke  about  the  assessing.  Fred 
Scheyer  explained  that  the  reason  for  assessing  was 
equalization  of  property  in  the  town.  Mr.  Palmer  said 
that  the  equalization  rate  is  set  by  Concord. 

The  Moderator  said  that  we  now  would  vote  on  the 
Amendment  of  Article  XIV  as  proposed  by  Mr. 
Claverie.  The  Amendment  passed. 

The  Moderator  said  that  the  Meeting  would  now 
vote  on  the  Article  with  the  Amendment.  Walter 
Tingle  asked  if  he  voted  "Yes"  would  that  mean  he 
was  in  favor  of  the  reassessment.  The  Moderator  ruled 
that  a  "Yes"  vote  would  mean  that  he  was  in  favor  of 
the  reassessment. 

The  Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  XV  Ruth  Griffin  moved  this  Article  be 
accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote.  This  Article 
was  for  the  withdrawal  of  $4,000.00  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  for  insulation  and  ventilation  in  the 
North  Hampton  Town  Library. 

ARTICLE  XVI  Fred  Scheyer  moved  that  Article 
XVI  be  approved  as  read.  Seconded.  Under  discussion, 
Charles  Martin  asked  what  the  town  proposed  to  store 
in  a  three  bay  open  front  addition  to  the  Town  Shed. 
Mr.  Scheyer  explained  that  it  will  adjoin  the  existing 
town   shed   with   the  bays  facing  Atlantic  Avenue. 
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Mowing  machines,  etc.,  will  be  stored  there,  and  in 
winter,  plows  and  sand.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVII  Chief  Bruce  Golden  moved  this 
Article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 
This  Article  was  for  the  withdrawal  of  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for 
renovating  and  equipping  office  space  in  the  Town 
Hall  addition  to  be  used  by  the  Police  Department. 

ARTICLE  XVIII  Chief  Bruce  Golden  moved  this 
Article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 
This  Article  was  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  Four  Thousand  Six 
Hundred  Dollars  from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  police  cruiser. 

ARTICLE  XIX  Fire  Chief  Wilbur  Perkins  moved 
that  Article  XIX  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  Chief 
Perkins  was  asked  what  had  to  be  done  to  repair  and 
renovate  the  Mack  Fire  Truck.  The  Fire  Chief 
explained  that  it  was  needed  to  repair  the  fiberglass 
and  rust  to  keep  the  Truck  in  good  condition.  It  was  a 
vote. 

ARTICLE  XX  Donald  Palmer  moved  that  Article 
XX  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote.  This 
Article  was  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $3,400.00  from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  maintenance  work  on  town 
buildings. 

ARTICLE  XXI  Mr.  Southworth  moved  that  this 
Article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 
This  Article  was  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  monies  received  under  the 
Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance  Program  to  provide 
additional  secretarial  help  in  the  Town  Offices.  Mr. 
Southworth  was  asked  what  we  have  previously 
received.  The  town  received  $134.00  last  year. 

It  was  a  vote. 
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ARTICLE  XXII  Lester  Kellenbeck  moved  that  this 
Article  be  accepted  as  read,  and  it  was  seconded. 
Attorney  Douglas  Gray  practicing  in  Portsmouth  and 
living  in  Rye,  and  representing  the  people  on  A  and  B 
streets  in  North  Hampton  stated  that  the  streets  have 
never  been  paved.  The  town  issued  permits  for  the 
construction  of  these  houses.  The  Town  has  been 
reluctant  to  snow-plow  because  of  the  condition  of  the 
road.  The  owners  of  these  houses  pay  taxes  to  the 
town.  The  land  has  gone  up  for  tax  sale  and  the  Town 
of  North  Hampton  now  holds  the  deed  to  this  land. 
The  Selectmen  can  lay  out  highways  but  the  money 
has  to  come  from  the  town  meeting.  This  situation  has 
existed  since  1950  for  these  twelve  houses,  and  the 
people  are  now  asking  for  $20,000.00  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Class  V  Highway. 

Mr.  Southworth  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Article,  but 
mentioned  that  the  land  is  in  litigation  and  we  should 
go  slowly  before  doing  anything  on  this.  Mr.  Palmer 
spoke  in  sympathy  with  these  people  also.  There  is  a 
problem,  however,  regarding  a  well  supplying  the 
houses  in  the  area.  Bob  Noble  asked  Mr.  Palmer  to 
explain  about  the  well.  Donald  Palmer  said  that  the 
selectmen  feel  that  the  town  should  not  be  responsible 
for  any  contamination  of  the  well  by  construction  of 
the  road. 

Mr.  Arthur  Alexander  made  one  Amendment  to  the 
Article,  which  he  withdrew,  and  a  second  Amendment 
to  the  Article,  by  Mr.  Alexander,  was  not  seconded. 

Mr.  William  Fowler  offered  the  following 
Amendment  to  the  Article  "No  money  is  to  be 
expended  until  such  time  as  either  the  Town  has 
acquired  a  valid  title  to,  or  a  valid  layout  over  the  road 
in  question."  The  Fowler  Amendment  was  carried. 

The  Moderator  called  the  Meeting  to  vote  on  the 
Article  as  amended.  It  was  a  vote. 
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ARTICLE  XXIII  Mr.  Southworth  moved  that  this 
Article  be  approved  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 
This  Article  was  in  regard  to  the  Selectmen's  entering 
into  agreement  with  other  municipalities  for  two  years 
continuing  the  use  of  the  Municipal  Dump. 

ARTICLE  XXIV  Mr.  Southworth  moved  that  the 
Article  be  adopted  as  read.  Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  II  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
Nat  Lyon  moved  that  he  read  the  Budget  line  by  line 
and  that  all  unheld  items  be  approved  at  this  time. 
Seconded.  It  was  a  vote. 

Insurance 

Donald  Palmer  said  that  he  would  like  to  amend  the 
figure  to  $22,000.00.  The  reason  he  wished  for  the 
increase  from  $20,500.00  was  for  umbrella  coverage 
and  Workmens'  Compensation.  This  was  a  vote. 

Health  Department 

Mr.  Claverie  wished  to  clarify  a  point  that  might  be 
misleading.  There  is  no  money  being  appropriated  by 
the  town  for  the  ambulance  and  the  ambulance  corps. 
This  is  strictly  supported  by  family  contracts. 

Nat  Lyon  moved  that  the  Health  Department  item 
be  accepted  as  read.  This  was  a  vote. 

Mosquito  Control 

Sandra  Sheltry  explained  about  future  plans  for 
mosquito  control  in  answer  to  a  question.  She  said  that 
they  would  continue  adulticiding  and  larviciding.  This 
would  be  about  all  they  could  do  with  the  amount  of 
money  budgeted. 

Nat  Lyon  moved  that  we  approve  the  passing  of  the 
town  budget  in  the  amount  of  $480,998.94.  Seconded.  It 
was  a  vote. 
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ARTICLE  XXV  Mr.  Southworth  took  the  oppor- 
tunity of  thanking  Tax  Collector  Shirley  B.  Carter  for 
a  fine  job. 

Lynn  Johnson  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  North  Hampton  thanking  Fred  Scheyer  for 
his  three  year's  service  to  the  Town  as  Selectman. 

Moderator  Mulherrin  said  that  he  would  entertain  a 
motion  for  adjournment.  So  moved  and  seconded. 

The  meeting  was  dissolved  at  10:40  p.m. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

to  the  CITIZENS  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen,  charged  with  the  "reason- 
able and  prudent  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
town"  has  made  an  earnest  attempt  to  do  just  that.  We 
have  been  successful  in  some  respects,  had  little 
success  in  other  areas,  and  no  success  in  certain 
limited  areas. 

We,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  have  made  all  efforts  to 
furnish  quality  municipal  services  demanded  by  you, 
the  citizens,  with  the  judicious  expenditure  of  funds 
appropriated  in  the  various  budget  accounts.  In  spite 
of  an  unpredictable  overexpenditure  in  the  Highway 
Department  Winter  Maintenance  Budget,  the  Town 
Budget  at  the  end  of  1977  reveals  a  surplus  of  over 
$6,000.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  feels  this  is  significant 
in  these  times  of  inflationary  prices  and  rising  costs  of 
utilities.  It  should  also  be  noted,  at  this  point,  that  the 
portion  of  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  attributable  to 
the  town  requirements  was  only  twenty  cents  (.20)  in 
1977. 

As  you  may  know,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has 
adopted  a  "Personnel  Policies  and  Procedure  Manual" 
for  the  permanent  full-time  and  part-time  employees  of 
the  town.  This  plan  was  formally  adopted  in  July  1977 
after  considerable  indepth  study  was  made  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  so  that  we  might  have  fair  and 
equitable  employment  guidelines  for  town  employees 
and  the  town  would  be  able  to  have  specific  written 
policies  with  regard  to  step-pay  grades,  vacation  time, 
sick  leave  and  longevity. 

Your  chief  of  Police,  Bruce  Golden,  has  done  an 
outstanding  job  in  upgrading  his  department  and  the 
Board  would  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  him. 
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Your  Fire  Department  with  Chief  Wilbur  Perkins  is 
to  be  praised  for  the  rebuilding  work  done  in  1977  on 
the  Mack  fire  truck.  The  Fire  Department  should  also 
be  commended  for  their  excellent  record  with  regard  to 
fire  and  other  emergency  responses. 

Vernon  Seavey,  your  Highway  Department 
Supervisor,  has  done  another  remarkable  job  in  the 
progressive  improvement  of  various  town  roads.  The 
Highway  Department  should  also  be  given  particular 
recognition  for  the  superb  condition  the  town  roads  are 
kept  during  the  winter. 

With  regard  to  the  Lafayette  Terrace  area, 
specifically  A  and  B  streets,  although  the 
improvements  to  these  streets  may  not  be  progressing 
as  rapidly  as  some  may  wish,  the  town  is  in  the 
process  of  acquiring  the  necessary  land  from  the 
present  owner  to  then  proceed  with  the  eventual 
construction  of  the  roadway  within  the  limits  of  the 
appropriation  voted  at  the  1977  Town  Meeting. 

One  of  the  major  problems  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
has  encountered  this  past  year  is  the  rapidly 
increasing  cost  of  insurance  coverage  for  the  various 
elected  and  appointed  boards,  committees  and 
commissions.  Many  highly  qualified  citizens  of  North 
Hampton  have  become  very  reluctant  or  have  refused 
to  enter  public  office. 

Our  town  is  still  experiencing  its  moderate, 
controlled  growth  and  your  Board  of  Selectmen  has 
diligently  endeavored  to  keep  North  Hampton  as  a 
community  recognized  as  a  "good  place  to  live".

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examina- 
tion and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  Shirley  B.  Carter,  Tax 
Collector,  for  the  period  January  1,  1977  to  March  7, 
1977,  which  was  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  R.S.A.  41:36.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed 
are  included  as  a  part  of  the  report. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes 
was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this 
report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may 
be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audit  reports  must  be  given  to 
the  Town  Clerk  to  be  retained  as  part  of  the  permanent 
Town  records. 

General  Comments 

Please  note  that  the  sums  listed  on  Exhibit  A, 
entitled  "Due  From  Tax  Collector  -  Interest  Not 
Collected  as  Required,"  totaling  $1,717.09  represents 
interest  which  Shirely  B.  Carter  failed  to  collect  as 
required  by  statute.  R.S.A.  76:13  states  in  part 
".  .  .  Interest  at  nine  percent  shall  be  charged  upon  all 
taxes  except  resident  taxes  not  paid  on  or  before 
December  first  after  their  assessment,  which  shall  be 
collected  from  that  date  with  the  taxes  as  incident 
thereto.  .  ." 
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In  addition,  the  sums  listed  on  Exhibit  A,  entitled 
"Due  From  Tax  Collector  -  Resident  Tax  Penalties  Not 
Collected  As  Required"  totaling  $5.00  represents 
penalties  which  Shirley  B.  Carter  failed  to  collect  as 
required  by  statute.  R.S.A.  76:13a  states  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  added  to  any  resident  tax  not  paid 
in  full  on  or  before  December  first  following  the 
assessment  of  the  resident  tax  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  which  shall  be  collected  with  the  tax  as 
incident  thereto." 

In  compliance  with  the  above  statutes  the  total 
amount  of  $1,722.09  which  was  not  collected  by 
Shirley  B.  Carter  should  be  remitted  by  her  to  the 
Town  together  with  the  property  taxes  of  $273.19  and 
resident  taxes  of  $50.00  collected  but  not  remitted  for  a 
total  of  $2,045.28  and  if  not  remitted  to  the  Town,  the 
Selectmen  should  institute  a  claim  on  the  surety  bond 
of  the  Tax  Collector  under  the  clause  "Now  therefore, 
if  said  principal  shall  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties 
of  said  office  and  shall  discharge  and  satisfy  all  the 
liability  for  which  they  are  by  law  officially 
answerable,  then  this  obligation  shall  be  void; 
otherwise,  to  remain  in  full  force  and  effect." 

Conclusion 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-a,  Section  21,  require 
that  the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recom- 
mendations (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in 
the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.  Publication  of  the 
Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  letter, 
however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton 
in  the  County  of  Rockingham,  in  said  state,  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  School 
Building  on  Atlantic  Avenue,  in  said  North  Hampton 
on  Tuesday,  the  Fourteenth  of  March,  1978  at  1  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  business  meeting  to  begin  at  7:30 
P.M.,  polls  to  close  at  7:30  P.M.  and  to  reopen  at  the 
close  of  the  business  meeting,  remaining  op£n  until  all 
who  wish  to  have  voted;  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

Article  I.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one 
Collector  of  Taxes,  and  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  years. 

Article  II.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may-be 
necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  III.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  IV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
and  empower  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  a  majority  of 
them  to  sell  and  convey  the  real  property  acquired  by 
the  Town  by  tax  sale,  any  such  sale  to  be  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder. 
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Article  V.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  North  Hampton  Planning  Board  and 
as  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire 
RSA  31:63. 

(On  the  Official  Ballot) 

Article  VI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve 
the  following  Article  as  a  Town  Ordinance: 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  remove  surface  or  subter- 
ranean waters  from  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  to  be 
used  outside  of  said  Town  for  any  purposes  except  for 
fire  emergencies.  Special  exceptions  to  this  ordinance 
may  be  permitted.  Such  exceptions  shall  be  granted 
upon  written  application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
describing  the  removal,  its  purpose  and  objectives  and 
effects  on  other  surface  or  subterranean  waters.  The 
criteria  for  granting  such  approvals  shall  be  whether 
the  granting  of  the  exception  will  not  diminish  the 
amount  of  water  available  for  legitimate  uses  by  the 
general  public  and  whether  such  exception,  if 
permitted,  will  not  create  a  wasting  or  long-term 
detriment  to  the  surface  or  subterranean  water  as  a 
natural  resource.  The  Selectmen  must  conduct  at  least 
two  public  hearings  for  the  determination  of  these 
issues  no  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  apart. 

This  ordinance  shall  affect  all  such  uses  of  surface 
and  subterranean  waters  as  are  not  now  regulated  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Article  VII.  On  petition  of  Barbara  E.  Hudson  and 
15  other  registered  voters  of  North  Hampton,  to  see  if 
the  Town  of  North  Hampton  will  send  a  letter  to  the 
General  Court  urging  the  Court  to  pass  legislation  that 
would  prohibit  utilities  from  including  in  their  rates, 
finance  charges  for  facilities  not  actually  able  to 
provide  service. 
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Article  VIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  application  for  and  to 
receive  and  spend  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  Town 
purposes  as  may  now,  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming 
from  Federal,  State,  local  or  private  agencies  that 
would  be  of  benefit  to  the  Town. 

Article  IX.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  466:30-a  which  makes  it  unlawful 
for  an  owner  of  any  dog  licensed  or  unlicensed  to 
permit  said  dog  to  run  at  large,  except  when 
accompanied  by  the  owner  or  custodian,  and  when 
used  for  hunting,  herding,  supervised  competition  and 
exhibition  or  training  for  such? 

(On  the  Official  Ballot) 

Article  X.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  Town  Ordinance  relative  to  Garage,  Barn, 
and  Yard  Sales. 

Sales:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  resident  of  the 
Town  of  North  Hampton  to  conduct  more  than  two  (2) 
garage,  barn,  or  yard  sales  per  calendar  year.  No  such 
sale  shall  be  held  for  more  than  three  (3)  consecutive 
days.  There  shall  be  a  thirty  (30)  day  waiting  period 
between  sales.  No  merchandise  shall  be  offered  for 
sale  unless  it  is  the  property  of  the  permittee. 

Permits:  No  such  sale  shall  be  held  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit.  Permits  will  be  available  at  the 
North  Hampton  Town  Office  and  must  be  obtained 
and  registered  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
sale.  A  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  imposed  for  each  permit. 

Parking  and  safety:  The  permittee  shall  be 
responsible  for  controlling  any  parking  and/or  safety 
problems  arising  from  the  conduct  of  any  sale.  The 
North   Hampton   Police  Department  shall  be 
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empowered  to  determine  if  such  problems  exist  or  are 
likely  to  arise  and  shall  make  recommendations  with 
regard  thereto. 

Penalties:  Failure  to  obtain  a  permit  will  result  in 
the  closing  of  the  sale  by  the  North  Hampton  Police 
Department  and  any  person  holding  such  un- 
authorized sale  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars 
($50.00).  Failure  to  comply  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  North  Hampton  Police  Department  with 
reference  to  parking  and/or  safety  conditions  will 
result  in  revocation  of  the  permit,  closing  of  the  sale 
and  the  person  holding  said  sale  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00). 

Article  XI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  use  monies  received  from  the  sale  of 
the  History  of  North  Hampton  to  defray  cost  of 
printing  of  same  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Three 
Thousand  ($3,000.00)  Dollars. 

(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  XII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  in  accordance  with  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  35:1,  as 
amended,  for  the  purpose  of  the  reappraisal  of  the 
Town  by  the  Appraisal  Division  of  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration,  said  appraisal  to  be  started 
in  1980  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $35,000.00  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
($10,000.00)  Dollars  to  be  placed  in  said  fund. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  XIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  compliance  with  RSA  36A-2,  the  Conservation 
Commission  submits  the  following  report  to  the  voters 
of  North  Hampton. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  met  monthly 
throughout  the  year.  We  discussed  and  acted  on  many 
projects  which  we  hope  will  help  to  preserve  the 
quality  of  the  land  of  the  town. 

One  of  the  principal  objectives  of  the  Commission 
this  year  has  been  to  meet  with  other  town  bodies  to 
discuss  matters  of  mutual  concern.  It  is  planned  that 
more  meetings  of  this  nature  will  be  scheduled  for  the 
coming  year. 

Members  of  the  Commission  have  attended  state 
sponsored  workshops,  legislative  hearings,  neigh- 
boring conservation  and  planning  meetings  in  an 
attempt  to  keep  in  touch  with  current  development 
throughout  the  state. 

The  Commission,  with  the  planning  board,  has  been 
working  on  a  wetlands  zoning  ordinance  to  help 
protect  the  areas  of  town  which  are  classified  under 
this  definition.  At  this  year's  town  meeting  the  first 
part  of  this  act  will  be  voted  on  as  a  tidal  marsh 
ordinance.  We  are  planning  to  continue  the  work  on 
this  ordinance  in  the  coming  year. 

We  have  also  assisted  the  Code  Enforcement  officer 
in  the  process  of  his  carrying  out  his  responsibilities. 

Last  April  we  held  the  annual  roadside  cleanup 
which  we  will  again  organize  this  year. 
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At  the  request  of  a  number  of  residents  we  began  an 
investigation  into  the  future  operations  of  the 
Hampton  Water  Works  Company  in  North  Hampton. 
This  work  will  be  carried  on  by  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners as  it  falls  into  their  realm  of  responsibility. 

In  December  the  Commission  organized  a  meeting 
with  the  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  and  the  Selectmen.  The  purpose  of  this 
meeting  was  to  see  what  controls  the  town  could  set  up 
to  assist  in  preserving  the  soils  in  the  town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  all 
citizens,  town  officials,  and  friends  who  have  assisted 
us  during  the  year.  The  Commission  meets  the  second 
Tuesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  town  offices.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  year  1977  brought  a  large  number  of  people  into 
the  seacoast  area  and  with  them  their  problems.  This 
was  reflected  in  the  increase  of  activities  in  most  fields 
of  police  work.  North  Hampton  was  no  exception.  We 
have  had  increases  in  burglary,  theft  and  vandelism, 
but  we've  been  very  successful  apprehending  perpetra- 
tors of  these  crimes. 

Traffic  violators  again  this  year  have  increased 
and  we've  had  many  serious  accidents  and  one  death 
as  a  result.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  selectmen, 
Vern  Seavey  (Town  Highway  Agent)  and  the  State 
Highway  Department  we  feel  we  have  made  many 
changes  to  aid  in  this  problem.  We  have  reduced  the 
speed  zone  on  Lafayette  Road,  taken  out  passing 
zones,  added  pilot  speed  signs  after  major  intersec- 
tions, restricted  parking,  added  stop  signs,  two  one 
way  streets,  increased  the  use  of  the  town's  radar,  and 
put  our  second  cruiser  on  the  road  as  a  marked  police 
unit. 

These  changes  should  help  but  your  continued  co- 
operation is  needed.

There  was  only  one  Major  Structure  fire  in  1977. 
This  structure  was  heavily  involved  at  the  time  of 
arrival,  but  because  of  the  quick  response  and 
dedication  of  the  call  and  Permanent  Firefighters  and 
the  good  Mutual  Aid,  this  fire  was  brought  under 
control  with  most  of  the  building  still  standing.  This 
fire  is  still  under  investigation  by  the  Fire  Marshall 
Office  and  the  Insurance  Company. 

The  1967  Mack  Pumper,  Engine  #1,  was  completely 
gone  over  by  the  permanent  men  last  Spring  —  a  new 
stainless  steel  front  was  installed  and  all  rust  repaired. 
The  truck  was  completely  painted  inside  and 
underneath  by  the  men  —  the  outside  was  painted  by  a 
body  shop.  The  total  job  was  done  for  $2,668.00  about 
$6,000  less  than  if  the  truck  had  been  sent  out  for  the 
complete  job. 
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I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  all  the  residents  of 
North  Hampton  for  their  support  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state 
and  town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State 
Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several 
deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the 
recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town. 
He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of 
written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is 
responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and 
state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  lA 
of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are 
assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire 
organization  and  helps  coordinate  activities  between 
towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with 
backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for 
suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation, 
started  in  1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has 
enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest 
fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMBULANCE  CORPS 

The  North  Hampton  Ambulance  Corps  has 
responded  to  120  calls  for  assistance  this  year. 

We  were  unhappily  surprised  by  the  huge  increase  in 
our  insurance  bills,  particularly  the  Workmens'  Com- 
pensation which  is  totally  governed  by  State  require- 
ments. Increases  in  costs  of  gasoline,  medical  supplies, 
oxygen  and  insurance  made  it  necessary  to  raise  our 
contract  rate  to  $7.50  a  year  per  family. 

We  canvassed  several  parts  of  the  Town  this  fall  to 
introduce  our  services  and  to  urge  new  families  to  join 
us.  We  do  need  to  reach  those  who  move  into  Town,  to 
keep  our  membership  at  a  level  that  will  fully  support 
the  ambulance  expenses. 

We,  the  volunteers  who  regularly  serve  as 
attendants,  called  for  help  this  year,  and  several 
wonderful  people  responded.  We  have  the  extra  help 
we  needed  at  night.  We  still  need  day-time  volunteers. 

We  held  an  Emergency  Care  course  at  the  Fire 
Station  last  winter,  and  most  all  who  signed  up 
completed  the  course.  These  people  are  helping  cover 
nights  and  time-off  needed  by  the  regulars.  We  plan  to 
have  a  CPR  Refresher  this  year  (1978)  to  cover  that 
requirement.  We  are  also  trying  to  find  courses  for  new 
volunteers  to  attend. 

We  attendants  thank  the  Firemen  for  keeping  our 
van  in  good  working  and  good  looking  condition,  and 
for  helping  on  all  occasions  when  they  can.  Thanks 
goes  to  the  Policemen  for  their  ready  assistance,  also. 
A  volunteer  unit  needs  lots  of  extra  help  at  times,  and 
we  thank  all  of  you  who  have  been  there  those  times.

During  fiscal  year  July  1,  1976  through  June  30, 
1977  there  were  699  calls  made  in  North  Hampton.  Of 
these  calls,  251  were  made  free  of  charge  or  at  a 
reduced  fee.  No  one  is  refused  service  because  of 
inability  to  pay.  In  addition  to  nursing  care,  both  our 
Physical  Therapist  and  Homemaker-Home  Health 
Aides  have  been  utilized  by  North  Hampton  residents. 

Currently  48  children  from  North  Hampton  are 
enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinic.  These  children,  from 
birth  until  6  years  old,  are  seen  on  a  regular  schedule 
for  physical  examinations,  immunization,  blood  tests, 
counseling,  developmental  testing,  vision  and  hearing 
screening,  urine  tests  and  lead  screening.  Children 
between  the  ages  of  3  and  6  are  seen  twice  a  year  at  our 
Dental  Clinic  and  are  referred  to  local  dentists  for 
treatment  when  necessary  at  no  cost  to  the  families. 

Last  fall  Swine  Flu  Clinics  were  held  in  Seabrook 
and  Hampton  which  were  open  to  the  residents  of 
North  Hampton.  There  is  also  an  ongoing  Blood 
Pressure  Monitoring  and  Screening  program  held 
monthly  for  Sr.  Citizens  following  their  regular 
meetings  in  Hampton  for  which  North  Hampton 
residents  are  eligible.  In  addition  anyone  may  stop  at 
our  office  between  8:00  AM  and  4:00  PM  for  a  free 
blood  pressure  check. 
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Referrals  are  made  to  appropriate  agencies  when  the 
need  arises.  Some  of  the  resources  we  frequently  use 
are  Sight  Conservation,  Crippled  Children's  Clinic, 
Family  Planning,  Cardiac  Clinic,  Welfare,  Legal  Aid, 
Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center,  etc.

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  general  fund  as  of  June  30, 
1977  and  June  30,  1976  is  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As 
indicated  therein,  the  School  District  had  a  current 
surplus  of  $25,369  at  June  30,  1977.  An  analysis  of  the 
change  in  the  financial  condition  of  the  School  District 
during  the  fiscal  year  is  contained  in  Exhibit  A-2.

The  accompanying  supplemental  exhibits  covering 
segregated  funds  and  the  accounts  of  those  officials 
entrusted  with  the  custody,  receipt  or  expenditure  of 
School  District  funds  are  presented  in  accordance  with 
the  current  requirements  of  the  Municipal  Services 
Division  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  state- 
ments reflect  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
each  fund,  without  regard  to  any  accruals  of  accounts 
receivable  and  accounts  payable.  Our  examination  of 
the  School  Lunch  Fund  was  limited  to  reconciling  the 
cash  in  the  bank  with  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
as  indicated  by  the  treasurer's  records.

Dear  Dr.  Hamilton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  and  the 
residents  of  North  Hampton  my  fifth  report  as  the 
principal  of  the  North  Hampton  Elementary  School. 

We  should  be  very  proud  of  the  professional  staff  at 
the  North  Hampton  Elementary  School.  Their 
commitment  to  young  people  is  exceptional.  We  have  a 
number  of  people  who  serve  on  national  and  regional 
committees  and  panels  as  well  as  being  involved  with 
state  and  local  educational  programs.  In  addition  each 
staff  member  is  continuing  to  improve  his  own  skills 
by  attending  courses  and  workshops  to  keep  abreast  of 
current  trends  in  education. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  progress  we  are  making  in 
developing  our  curriculum  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students.  The  contributions  that  your  office  have  made 
in  addition  to  those  from  the  staff  of  our  school  have 
been  excellent.  The  participation  and  involvement  of 
school  board  members  in  all  areas,  but  particularly 
this  one,  have  been  most  rewarding  to  the  staff. 

A  problem  that  we  will  be  facing  in  the  coming  years 
will  be  adjusting  to  legislation  regarding  the  handi- 
capped student.  Although  it  would  appear  that  the 
mandate  from  the  federal  and  state  level  is  very  clear, 
it  becomes  difficult  on  a  local  level  to  differentiate 
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from  students  that  do  have  a  handicap  and  those  that 
have  problems  with  learning  not  critical  enough  to  be 
labelled  as  such.  The  financing  of  programs  for  the 
handicapped  were  to  have  been  borne  by  the  federal 
and  state  and  local  government  units.  It  appears  now 
that  the  local  school  district  will  have  to  carry  that 
cost  of  the  programs  that  are  not  reimbursable  by  the 
federal  government. 

It  appears  that  because  of  a  drop  in  our  school 
enrollment  we  should  decrease  our  professional  staff 
by  one  member  for  the  1978-79  school  year.  We  will  be 
continuing  to  monitor  our  school  enrollment  in  order 
to  anticipate  any  necessary  adjustment. 

I  believe  our  building  is  well  maintained  and  I  want 
to  thank  the  custodial  staff  for  their  efforts.  We  are 
involved  in  long-range  maintenance  programs  to 
include  replacement  and  repair  of  floors  in  the  older 
section  of  the  building,  improving  or  replacing  our 
intercom  system  and  maintenance  of  our  heating 
system.  We  are  constantly  looking  for  ways  to 
conserve  energy. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you, 
the  School  Board  members,  and  the  citizens  of  North 
Hampton  for  support  that  is  given  to  the  staff  and  the 
students  of  the  North  Hampton  School.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  North  Hampton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  your  School 
District.  My  report  will  deal  with  curriculum  develop- 
ment as  it  affects  not  only  the  North  Hampton 
Elementary  School  but  Supervisory  Union  #21  in  total. 

What  does  curriculum  mean  in  a  school  district  or  in 
Union  #21?  The  very  first  answer  is  that  curriculum 
for  teachers,  administrators,  board  members,  parents, 
and  citizens  determines  what  will  be  taught  to 
students  in  all  subjects.  This  alone  is  an  enormous 
task  requiring  objective  supervision  in  our  schools, 
review  of  reserarch  for  the  most  effective  curricular 
findings,  and  an  analysis  of  the  successes  and  failures 
of  our  students  in  all  subjects. 

To  guide  us  in  our  search  for  the  best  curricula,  the 
Union  #21  Curriculum  Committee  first  created  a 
"Credo"  which  reinforces  a  positive  attitude  toward 
education,  the  need  for  caring  teachers,  and  respect  for 
the  individuality  of  the  student. 

Our  second  task  was  to  agree  on  Union  #21 
educational  goals.  Materials  from  the  National 
Commissions  since  1918  were  read.  The  statements  of 
significant  educators  were  reviewed.  Cooperatively  the 
Committee  created  its  own  list  of  eight  basic  clusters  of 
goals  as  follows: 

I.  Command  of  basic  learning  skills 
II.  General  education 

III.  Character  and  self-respect 

IV.  Civic  responsibilities 
V.  Interpersonal  relations 

VI.  Exposure  to  the  fine  and  performing  arts

VIII.  Career  education 
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Both  the  "Credo"  and  the  Union  #21  Educational 
Goals  were  adopted  unanimously  by  the  Supervisory 
Union  Joint  Board  on  December  6,  1977. 

To  help  us  know  how  well  we  have  taught  basic 
arithmetic  skills  a  test  accepted  by  the  Winnacunnet 
High  School  math  department  chairperson  was 
adapted  for  experimental  use.  Each  eighth  grade 
teacher  of  arithmetic  was  given  a  list  of  objectives  the 
test  would  examine.  The  test  was  administered  and 
principals  of  each  school  received  the  data  to  give  to 
their  teachers.  Meetings  are  being  arranged  with  all 
6th,  7th  and  8th  grade  teachers  and  principals  to 
review  the  results.  From  these  meetings  better 
teaching  techniques  will  be  discussed  and  a  revised 
form  of  the  test  will  be  constructed  to  be  administered 
in  May  1978. 

By  June  we  shall  have  an  instrument  to  measure 
basic  arithmetic  skills  which  will  be  acceptable  to 
teachers  of  feeder  schools  and  Winnacunnet  High 
School  as  well  as  the  Union  #21  Curriculum 
Committee  and  the  Joint  Board. 

Curriculum  presentations  in  language  arts, 
arithmetic,  social  studies,  science,  physical  education 
and  guidance  have  been  planned  in  each  of  the  school 
districts  for  the  public  and  the  school  boards  during 
1977-78  and  1978-79. 

We  are  seeking  to  explain  for  each  subject: 

1.  What  is  taught? 

2.  Why  is  it  taught? 

3.  How  do  we  know  it  has  been  taught? 
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Though  public  attendance  at  these  meetings  to  date 
has  been  disappointing,  the  discipline  of  re-examining 
each  curriculum  as  a  team  of  teachers  from 
kindergarten  through  the  eighth  grade  has  brought 
about  better  communications  not  only  with  teachers 
but  with  school  boards. 

We  now  have  three  teachers  in  Union  #21  who  are 
effectively  using  Mastery  Teaching  in  Reading  which 
is  the  main  theme  of  the  Exemplary  Center  for 
Reading  Instruction.  These  teachers  were  trained  in  a 
workshop  during  the  summer  of  1977.  It  is  our  hope 
that  eight  more  teachers  will  be  trained  this  year. 

If  the  results  are  as  good  in  our  Union  as  they  have 
been  in  others,  we  shall  see  increased  reading  skills, 
vastly  improved  handwriting,  and  better  expository 
and  creative  writing  for  students  taught  by  ECRI 
methods. 

The  "New  Model  Me"  program  which  started  at 
Winnacunnet  High  School  this  year  came  about 
because  of  a  two  day  workshop  attended  by  three 
Winnacunnet  High  School  department  chairpersons 
and  the  assistant  superintendent. 

The  momentum  thus  started  attracted  thrity 
teachers  at  Winnacunnet  High  School  for  a  Friday 
and  Saturday  workshop  this  fall. 

Every  school  needs  programs  to  help  students  to 
adjust  to  new  demands  on  environment  and  people. 
The  "New  Model  Me"  program  seeks  to  help  students 
reorder  their  values  and  actions  from  non-contributing 
behavior  to  contributing  behavior  for  themselves  and 
their  community. 

Articulation  between  schools  is  always  a  hurdle  not 
only  because  students  transfer  to  a  new  building  but 
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because  teachers  and  principals  have  different 
philosophies  and  methodologies.  Unless  there  are 
successful  attempts  for  teachers  in  feeder  schools  and 
W.H.S.  to  understand  each  other  students  may  find 
difficulties  in  adjusting. 

In  articulation  meetings  during  the  last  four  years 
we  have  provided  Winnacunnet  High  School  with 
more  detailed  information  earlier  on  each  student  so 
the  various  departments  can  better  place  students  in 
suitable  programs  as  well  as  adapt  or  create  courses 
which  will  meet  student  needs. 

In  February  for  the  last  three  years  the  guidance 
department  has  received  the  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills 
(ITBS)  results  for  each  eighth  grade  student.  These 
tests  include  scores  in  vocabulary,  reading 
comprehension,  language  skills,  work  study  skills  and 
mathematics  skills. 

The  English,  math  and  guidance  departments  also 
receive  an  Individual  Pupil  Item  Analysis  which  can 
be  used  to  individualize  instruction.  This  analysis  on 
one  sheet  gives  which  item  on  the  five  subtests  the 
student  answered  successfully.  From  an  analysis  of 
such  information  various  grouping  of  students  can  be 
developed:  students  needing  study  on  specific  skills, 
general  homogeneous  grouping,  and  individualized 
instruction. 

In  1976-77  a  program  of  classroom  visits  between 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  English  teachers  was  begun. 
The  teachers  reported  a  better  understanding  of 
learning  processes,  articulation  problems,  and 
curriculum  differences. 

The  program  was  so  successful  that  other  teachers 
suggested  that  all  the  teachers  in  one  feeder  school 
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visit  Winnacunnet  High  School  for  one  day  and  this  be 
repeated  for  each  feeder  school.  A  regular  program 
of  WHS  teachers  visiting  feeder  schools  was  also 
suggested. 

Meetings  of  administration  and  selected  staff  from 
WHS  and  Seabrook  have  been  held  for  the  purpose  of 
better  understanding  and  the  solution  of  adjustment 
problems.  Similar  meetings  will  be  planned  for  other 
schools. 

The  Language  Arts  Curriculum,  the  work  of  many 
teachers,  was  published  in  June  1977.  These  were 
distributed  at  the  language  arts  presentations. 

Writing  was  brought  into  focus  when  some  school 
board  members,  principals,  and  teachers  went  to  a 
meeting  offered  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  principals  it  was 
decided  that  one  district  should  arrange  for  a 
workshop  and  that  one  teacher  from  each  of  the  other 
districts  be  allowed  to  attend.  North  Hampton 
volunteered  to  do  this.  The  workshop  will  be  held  in 
February  of  1978  with  a  follow-up  visitation  in  May. 

It  this  workshop  proves  successful,  others  will  be 
planned. 

This  fall  every  teacher  in  Supervisory  Union  #21 
was  taught  to  perform  the  Heimlich  Maneuver  by  Mr. 
Walter  Lermer  of  North  Hampton.  This  is  a  procedure 
for  dislodging  an  object  which  is  choking  a  person.  At 
the  same  time  teachers  were  given  instruction  on 
Artificial  Respiration. 

Later  under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent a  sound,  color  movie  film  with  Mr.  Lermer 
demonstrating  the  Heimlich  Maneuver  was  made  by 
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the  Instructional  Materials  Center  for  distribution  to 
nurses. 

We  also  encouraged  each  nurse  and  teacher  to  seek 
training  in  cardiac  pulmonary  resuscitation. 

Now  that  Competency  Based  Education  is  being 
instituted  in  New  Hampshire,  much  more  work  will 
have  to  be  done  in  curriculum  to  develop  the 
competencies  which  we  want  our  students  to  have.  It 
we  don't  produce  local  competencies  and  test  to 
evaluate  our  success,  the  State  will  provide  them  for 
us.  Most  people  in  our  Union  are  of  the  opinion  that  we 
best  develop  our  own. 

The  Assistant  Superintendent  has  already  worked 
with  a  state  group  to  develop  minimum  math  com- 
petencies for  nine  year  olds.  He  is  also  a  member  of  a 
statewide  Committee  on  Competency  Based  Education 
which  is  attempting  to  assess  the  trend  which  is 
sweeping  the  country. 

Staff  development  has  as  its  major  purpose  the 
improvement  of  learning  of  students.  Objectives 
for  curriculum  and  methodology  changes  usually  come 
about  through  the  re-education  of  teachers.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  the  Staff  Development  Committee 
has  made  significant  progress  in  the  last  three  years. 

Several  workshops  have  served  teachers  who  have 
been  attempting  to  meet  the  needs  of  students. 
"Teacher  Effectiveness  Training",  "Reality  Therapy 
—  Classroom  Management",  "Metrics",  and  "Ele- 
mentary School  Mathematics"  are  only  a  few  of  the 
many  activities  either  sponsored  by  or  encouraged  by 
the  Staff  Development  Committee. 
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In  closing  we  must  continue  our  efforts  in 
curriculum  planning  by  better  answers  to  these 
questions: 

1.  What  shall  we  teach? 

2.  How  shall  we  teach? 

3.  When  shall  we  teach? 

4.  How  shall  we  organize  for  teaching? 

5.  How  shall  we  know  how  well  we  have  taught? 

6.  How  shall  we  improve  all  of  our  efforts? 

Only  through  the  genuine  cooperation  of  school 
boards,  citizens,  parents,  students,  teachers  and 
administrators  can  we  hope  to  meet  the  needs  of 
students  in  an  ever  rapidly  changing  world.
